sideration and 
passage served 
to 
clear the air in Washington today 
and to inspire a new feeling of con­ 
fidence tonight in Democratic cir­ 
cles. 
A senate debate, in which the 
bankers’ criticism came in for sharp 
answer from friends of the bill on 
the senate floor, found its echo later 
In the day, when President Wilson 
made plain to callers his own view 
of the recent 
developments 
sur­ 
rounding th e bill. 
* 
The president let it be known that 
he did not th in k the views of 
the 
Boston bankera’ convention as they 
bore on the currency bill now before 
the senate, represented the general 
public sentim ent of the country. 
In the president’s view the at­ 
tacks made on the bill by the Poston 
conference represented the activities 
of men whom he believed to be aid­ 
ing with sincerity, but who an 
in­ 
dividuals refused to yield their po­ 
sition of control of the country’s 
financial system . 
.Senators More Emphatic. 
The 
expressions 
in 
the senate 
were more em phatic. 
Senator Thom as talked of an “ or­ 
ganized conspiracy” to misrepresent 
the president and impede legislation: 
Senator Overm an said the Boston 
conference did not reflect the views 
of the ae n era I 
public 
and Senator 
Owen answ ering a question by 
his 
Democratic colleagues, said be 
be­ 
lieved there was an organized 
pro­ 
paganda against the bill that found 
its reflection in the Boston confer­ 
ence, and in the various state bunk­ 
ers’ conventions which have adopted 
resolution* criticising the currency 
measure. 
T he results of thp sen it ta 
debate and o f th e late discussion- bv 
the president with visitors 
it the 
white h o u s e , wore to develop 
the 
following facts: 
"That no effort will be nude to 
make the currency bill a party meas­ 
ure in the s e n a te unless it becomes 
impossible to get it through iii any 
other way 
T h a t 
the president 
lieves early 
action on 
tho bill is 
essential, while 
many 
Democratic 
senators will oppose any effort 
to 
unduly force the situation. That lite 
criticisms 
o f th e Boston 
bankers' 
conference has tended to solidify the 
Democratic r a n k s in support of the 
bill.” 
Tim e Most Essential. 
President Wilson told callers that 
time was most essential In the c u r ­ 
rency situation; 
that with the big 
accumulations of business in bile a u ­ 
tumn and early winter, business men 
of the co u n try 
were anxious that 
the banking a n d 
credit 
question 
should be settled at once. 
While the 
president also took the position that 
the senate’s currency hearings had 
been unduly prolonged, members of 
the senate in the debate on the floor 
of that body Indicated a general sa t­ 
isfaction with th e facts and informa­ 
tion* that baa been disclosed through 
these 
hearings. 
It was 
apparent 
when today’s hearings on the cur­ 
rency bill ended th at there had been 
no change in committee sentiment, 
indicating an earlier termination of 
the 
committee 
work. 
Democratic 
members insisted, 
however, 
that 
with proper time for consideration 
it would be possible to get a complet­ 
ed bill out of th e committee in No­ 
vember and th a t its passage through 
the senate m ig h t 
be 
accomplisht*1 
some time In December. 
James G. C an n o n, president of the

OMAHA, Neb., Oct. 9.— A tornado 
wnich originated near

ha rd to secure, wires of all kinds in 
the path of the tornado being down. 
It is known, however,

damage was done in the path of the 
storm and that the towns of Lodi 
and

Bow 
were 
sufferers. 
First reports stated 
that 
Broken 
Bow* had been struck squarely but 
Burlington officials here believe that 
only a small corner of the tow'n suf­ 
fered. 
’n the country the tornado is 
known to have wrecked a number of 
farm houses and buildings. 
Does Only Minor Damage. 
Broken Bow, Neb., Oct. 9.—-A tor­ 
nado tore its way through Custer 
county this evening, striking Broken 
Bow, the county seat, a 
glancing 
blow and doing only minor damage 
here, but wrecking many buildings 
and injuring a number of people in 
th e country districts. 
Several per­ 
sons were injured and many horses, 
cattle and hogs were killed by the 
storm. 
The property loss is believed 
to be heavy. 
Maaiy Building" Destroyed. 
Lebanon, Kan., Oct. 9.— A tornado 
which passed within ii a i f a mile of

•James .1. Hill Predicts "Disturbance,

Boston, Ort. 9,— Tho 
American 
Bankera’ association closed its 39th 
annual convention here today. 
F u r ­ 
ther adverse criticism of the pend­ 
ing congressional plan of currency 
and hanking reform developed from 
James 
I. Hill of St. Paul, Minn., 
who termed the bill too Socialistic 
to suit most Americans and predict­ 
ed “disturbance, monetary crisis aud 
bual nos depression,” from its enact­ 
ment. 
Arthur Reynolds of Des Moines, 
first vice-president, was elevated to 
the presidency and W. A. Law of 
Philadelphia succeeded to the first 
vice-presidency. 
It was decided to 
hold the next convention in Rich­ 
mond. 
With their opposition toward Hic 
pending currency legislation finally 
registered today much of the conven­ 
tion busine* today was of routine 
nature. 
At the request of the .Missis­ 
sippi 
Valley association 
the con­ 
vention adopted resolutions asking 
congress to make an appropriation 
for Improvements of the Mississippi 
river looking to the prevention of 
floods. 
Other resolutions were re­ 
ferred to the executive counsel for 
notion. 
Tile bankers gave over much 
of their time today to consideration 
of addresses dealing with the move 
rn eat for eloper relations bot ween 
the financial and agricultural int r- 
ests of the country.

FREEZING BOILING WATER. 


Is 
It Sounds Queer, but to Science It 
an Easy Matter. 
Water may he ladled and frozen both 
at the same time. 
The idea Is a little 
startling, hut the explanation Is simple 
enough 
The temperature at which 
water boils depends purely on the air 
pressure of its surface, 
lf the air 
pressure is high the wafer must lie 
made a good deal hotter to boil than is 
necessary at low pressure. 
On mountains, where the air pres 
sure is lower than at sen level, water 
lioils easily at low temperature. 
In 
cooking vegetables of all kinds a cer­ 
tain degree of heat Is required, and 
where water Imils before that vegeta­ 
bles won't conk. 
Consequently they 
have to he put In a closed boiler so 
that the generated steam will create 
pressure for the water to boil beyond 
the required temperature. 
For an experimental proof of this 
fact the water is placed in a vessel 
and the air exhausted a Dive the sur 
face of the water. 
As the process of 
pumping gobs on the water will lx>iI 
violently, the steam congealing on the 
sides of the exhaust v<*sRel. 
lf tile 
pumping is continued long enough and 
the outside is cooled below the freez­ 
ing poiut of tile water the water will 
continue ladling and bubbling until it 
Is a mass of ice. 
This fact is made use of in estimat­ 
ing tile height of mountains 
At sea 
level water Iwdls at 212 degrees F. 
This principle docs not apply to wafer 
alone, hut to nil liquids.—Chicago Trib- 
ane.

— Had Long Search For the Post­ 
office— City Has Sixteen Hundred 
Churches, Chapels and Convents. 


(Continued rrom Thursday) 
The collection of Bibles her© is 
wholly unequaled in the wo»*Id. The 
lids are about sixteen by twenty and 
an inch thick. 
The sides are of rais­ 
ed and richly chased gold and preci­ 
ous stones and the whole is a rare 
work of art. 
Then some rich golden 
congers are 'unusual and here is an­ 
other rare Bible, a gift of the Czar­ 
ina Natalie to the mother of Peter 
the Great. 
It is said the lids weigh 
a hundred pounds and> they are 22 
•by 28 inches in size, adorned with 
a profusion of embossed gold and 
precious stones and the whole is said 
to be worth a round million dollars. 
In a case near it are two ancient do­ 
cuments, each 30 by 84 inches and 
surely they got enough 
on a big 
parchment like that. 
In another case is a Bible given by 
people of the royal court. 
The lids 
are 18 by 24 inches and are richly 
adorned with gold and jewels an<T 
■Worth 
tens 
of thousands. 
Two 
squares 
about sixteen inches 
each 
Side, are thick with pearls and jew­ 
els. 
They are to be worn by 
the 
priests and were the gift of Michael 
and Alexis, his father. 
They are ap­ 
propriately near the gold cups from 
which Alexis took the communion. 
Next to them is a choice silver cup 
given by Alexis to the church. 
A 
Bible from the daughter of Alexis to 
the church has lids 14 by 1§ inches 
and like the others Is rich with gold, 
jew els and various adornments. An­ 
other Bible given by a daughter of 
Michael Is 20 by 2 4 inches and like 
the others mentioned, the lids are 
rich with gobi raised high above the 
surface and embellished with costly 
stones and jewels. 
A peculiar Bible 
is that given by Czar Theodore, 
it 
is peculiar in the number of rich 
emeralds on the lids. 
A peculiar 
garment 
given by a 
daughter of Alexis 
la heavy with 
gold, pearls and jewels and another 
worn by Michael when he first ap­ 
peared in public is rich and costly 
and especially treasured. 
A l a r g e 
©liver kettle holding perhaps ten gal­ 
lons is here. 
It is used for bolling 
the holy oil for the use of the church 
worship. 
It holds probably ten gal­ 
lons and about it are large silver 
bowla for oil also. 
Here in a case 
are four superb 
robes given 
the 
church by Alexis and near the case is 
an Ivory stand from which he read! 
the Bible. 
One of the most striking of th© 
costly Bibles is one given by Czarina 
Martha in 1 684. 
It is 16 by 20 inch­ 
es and a peculiarity of the lids in ad­ 
dition to the mass of raised gold and 
jewels is five .beautiful pictures in 
choicest work and representing bib- 
lican scenes. 
There is one in each 
corner and a larger one in the center. 
It has rare and costly jewels consist­ 
ing of diamonds, pearls and other 
gems. 
Another Bible has a peculiar histo­ 
ry and is Interesting. 
When Alex­ 
ander II. 
decided to 
sign the act 
emancipating ithe serfs he feared the 
result if he d*id it at the capital, so 
he went to the home of a nobleman, 
O8tankero, 
several 
miles 
distant 
from the city of 
Petersburg, and 
there at the home of lh is friend he set 
his sign alture to the document and in 
return for the hospitality shown him 
him he gave his host a Bible 16 by 
20 and with lids of burnished gold. 
It is not as striking as some of the 
others, but there is no telling what t 
cost. 
A choice collection is that given 
the church by Catharine the Great 
and consists of communion articles, 
gold plates, gold cups, 
vases and 
similar articles, some of them set in 
costly stones 
and some 
in ivory. 
Here is a wonderful garment, heavy 
with pearls and jewels given by Czar 
John, 
brother of Peter the Great 
and beside it or near it, is a rich 
coffin cover used at the funeral oi a 
daughter of Czar Michael. 
A mag­ 
nificent robe in dark material and 
embellished 
with rich 
gold orna­ 
ments in clusters about the size of a 
person’s band. 
There on top of that 
case are three 
magnificent miters 
given by various czars at the times 
of itheir coronations. 
In this description I have only 
given meager details, for anything 
complete would fill a whole letter, 
for I saw millions in value. 
The government endeavors to do 
something for its people in the city 
in the way of encouraging industry 
and workmanship. 
In a prominent 
part of the city is a large building 
devoted exclusively to the product­ 
ions of peasants and the clerks, rent 
and all expenses are borne by the 
government and the proceeds of the 
sale go to the persons supplying the 
articles. 
Our 
guide said! the ar­ 
ticles were all sold at actual cost, so 
we went there in the afternoon to 
see what we could find, for I have 
decided to bring home a few things 
distinctively Russian. 
The place is well kept and, like all 
things Russian, so far as we have 
seen, very clean. 
There was a great 
variety of articles and all were well 
arranged and displayed, though pri­ 
ces hardly seemed to us very cheap, 
yet on the other hand we should re­ 
member that we had been buying in 
a land where labor is bought for ten 
to twenty cents a day. 
There was 
furniture of many kinds, rattan, wil­ 
low, wood, some of it handsomely 
carved, and all manner of toys and 
things, as they say in the sale bills, 
‘‘too num erous 
to mention.” 
In 
carving of wood the peasants display 
considerable 
skill anti the figures 
are well m ade and ofter attractive. 
T here were handkerchief boxes, all 
sorts of figures representing home 
life, mechanical toys, spoons, cups, 
saucers, mugs and in fact about ev­ 


erything that could be made from 
wood. 
Also clothing of all sorts, 
much lace and fancy needle work. 
A dealer was there, they said,from 
a seaside 
resort, 
buying a great 
uantity of things to take to his place 
and sell again. 
I can hardly say, 
though that the work here would at 
all compare in skill and beauty with 
what we saw 
in Switzerland, 
but 
then that is a free country and far 
different from this. 
(Russia is certainly noted for its 
fine horses and they are seen con­ 
stantly on the streets. 
Superb stal­ 
lions draw droskies and are even 
Hitched to drrays and farm vehicles 
and go along proudly but in a docile 
manner. 
I have heard much of the 
cruelty of Russians to their horses, 
but honestly, from my very limited 
observation, I can hardly say I have 
seen anything of it. 
Once along the 
railroad I saw a peasant driving his 
horse at a gallop, which seemed hard, 
but here I have seen but one horse 
in a leathering sweat and I think it 
was more from his own ambition 
than the cruelty of the driver, while 
I have seen any number of sn peru 
‘fteeds driven along carefully and 
proudly by men who seemed to take 
a just delight in their animals. 
The Brothers TretiakoflTw Art Gallery 
Moscow has good 
reason 
to be 
proud of some of her patriotic ciri- 
zens and ranking high among them 
was S. M. Tretiakoff, mayor of MOl­ 
eo w from 1 878 to 1881. 
He was a 
man of great wealth and also of fine 
artistic temperament and taste and 
fortunately was able to gratify ais 
deair et- and he accumulated a large 
number of rare aud choice works of 
art and 
before 
his death he had 
erected a fine gallery in which the 
treasures were stored and left in ai 
will ample endowment for it, so that 
ii should always be open free 
of 
charge to the public except Mondays, 
when it is closed for the purpose of 
cleaning. 
The building is rather unpre.cn- 
tious, but the interior is rich in rare 
works and wel repays a visit. 
I 
said 
the gallery was 
that of the 
brothers, for it 
is a fact that 
a 
brother of the principal donor ah o 


will be prized beyond gold when ta­ 
ken home. 
A lot of pencil drawings executed 
by him during a journey to Turges- 
tan are remarkable pieces of work 
and show how a few strokes of an ar­ 
tist will serve to produce something 
that will be a joy forever. 
His Afaganistan war series com­ 
prise some of his usual fine work 
and a1 eJse denotes the true artist. 
The range of work in the gallery 
is great, though there is but little 
statuary and what there is is excel­ 
lent. 
(Battle scenes naturally find a 
large space, for Rossie has ever been 
a nation of war and some grewsome 
scene* are 
depicted. 
One 
of the 
striking pieces is Sophia, the sister 
of Peter the Great, in her prison, 
while one of the conspirators is be­ 
ing hanged at her window. 
Skobe- 
lof» at Shipka Pass is a striking war 
scene, while many others of like de­ 
sign are prominent. 
Church and re­ 
ligious subjects are naturally num er­ 
ous, while the royalty furnish sub­ 
jects for many pieces of canvas. 
In 
quality and variety as well as quan­ 
tity the contents of the gallery will 
well compare with those of most of 
art centers of Europe. 
An exceedingly interesting collect­ 
ion in the .gaPery is a lot of old icons 
of the XVI th to XVI lith centuries. 
And here it is proper to tell what an 
icon is. Icon is the Russian word for 
image. 
An icon is the portrait of 
some saint, madonna. 
Christ or holy 
person painted on wood and then 
clothed and adorned afterward so 
that around the head may be placed 
an ar;r e d us or crown and vestments 
below, 
in this manner some of the 


room and see on a table an old time 
chess set made of metal and if was 
doubtless silver, but we couldn't ex­ 
amine it closely enough to tell.

stick, some 
combs of ivory, a clock, a watch in 
the shape of a cross, Michael’s boots, 
made of green leather, and other 
things. 
The next apartm ent is the bed­ 
room of Filaree, tile bed on which be 
Slept, his slippers and those of his 
wife, slippers pf the 
son, jeweled 
glass mug, silver box and nth* r t | - 
tides. 
In the dining room is a tai: 
stair clock which unfortunately did 
not run. 
When in order the nation­
